Joseph Monroe Van Wagoner was born 
December 26, 1883, a son of John and Mar- 
garet Van Wagoner, in Midway. He mar- 
ried Edith Agnes Bronson, August 29, 1906, 
in the Salt Lake Temple. He died April 
6, 1919.
